PARIS.—''Sinking of the German fleet (in Scapa Flow) is 


not only a violation of the armistice, but can only be regarded as 
a deliberate breach in advance of the conditions of peace," the al- 
lied powers declared in the note forwarded to Germany Wednes- 
day. 
The same was also said to be true to the burning of French 


battle flags in Germany. 


"It is evident that any repetition of acts like those must have 


a very unfortunate effect upon the future operation of the treaty 
which the Germans are about to sign," th? note said. Notice was 
given that the allies would demand reparation for the sinking and 
trial of those responsible. 


The note follows: 
"The terms of the armistice sign- 


ed 
by Germany on November 
11, 


1918, provided as follows:

"The sinking of these ships con- 


stituted at once a violation of the 
armistice and an act of gross bad 
faith toward the allied and associat- 


specified by the allies and the Unit- 
ed States shall forthwith be disarm- 
ed and thereafter interned in neu- 
tral ports, or, failing them, in the 
allied ports designated by the allies 
and the United -States, only care and 
maintenance parties being left

SINKING OP FLEET. 


"On June 21, the German 
war- 


ships which had been handed over 
to the allies and associated powers 
and were at anchor in the roadsted 
at Scapa Flow, with the German of- 
ficers and maintenance parties on 
board, were sunk by these parties, 
under the orders of the German ad- 
miral in command. 
According to 


information which has been collect- 
ed and transmitted by the British 
admiralty, the German admiral has 
alleged that he acted in the belief 
the armistice expired on June 21, at 
mid-day, and consequently in 
his 


opinion, 
the destruction in 
ques- 


tion was no violation of its terms. 


"In law, Germany, by signing the 


terms of the armistice set out above, 
entered into an understanding that

"The admiral in command, while 


recognizing 
that

breach of the armistice, attempted 
to justify it by alleging his

This alleged justification is not well 
founded, as under the communica- 
tion addressed to,the German del- 
egation on. June 16, 1919, the arm- 
istice would only terminate on re- 
fusal to sign the'peace, or, if no ans- 
wer were returned, on June 23 at 
7 o'clock. 


"According to international law, 


every serious violation of the armis- 
tice by one of the parties gives the 
other the right to denounce it, and 
even in case of urgency to recom- 
mence hostilities at once. 
A viola- 


tion of th« terms by individuals act- 
ing 
on their own initiative, 
only 


confers the right of demanding pun- 
ishment 
of these offenders, and 
if 


necessary, indemnity for the losses 
sustained. 
It will therefore, be op- 


en to the allied and associated pow- 
ers to bring before military tribun-l 
als the persons responsible for these j 
acts of destruction, so that appro- 
priate 
penalties may be 
imposed. 


Furthermore, the incident gives the 
allied and associated powers a right 
to reparation for the loss caused.

He left for Mosterland, a little fishing vil« 
lage on the island of Wieringen, near the Dutch naval station at 
Helder, November 21. He had remained there, with only occa-< 
sional visits to*the mainland, ever since. 


The former crown prince was accompanied by a staff offio* 


er, the report said. 


The belief has prevailed in some quarters that Friedrich JVil- 


helm's name will be included in the list of those accused of war 
crimes which the allies will present to Germany after peace ia 
signed, with a request they be turned over for trial by an inter- 
national tribunal. 


Recent reports from Germany indicate the royalist faction

YORK—Still 
maintaining 


silence on how. he managed to escape 
from Ireland, 
Eamonn 
De Valera, 


president of the "Irish republic," to- 
day held a succession'of receptions In 
the Waldorf Astoria. 


De Valera waa brimful of praise 


for Ireland, for her patience, for the 
plans for freedom, but he only smlle'd 
when asked tcf tell how he had es- 
caped or where he had landed in this 
country. 


Rumors had it that be had man- 


aged to get away from England by 
using a seaplane which had conveyed 
him to a waiting yacht in an unnam- 
ed river. In this way, said the rumor 
the Irish 
president 
had outwitted 


British army and navy officers. 
He 


would give no aid to any guessers 
who wanted to know the truth. 
CONFIDENT OF WELCOME 


When askerl whether he was con- 


fident he would not be molested over 
here, the Irishman said: 


"The Americans are In spirit like 


the Irish. 
I have the utmost confi- 


dence in. the principles actuating the 
American people, and therefore do 
not anticipate that the government 
here will hinder me." 


"In 1917," said De Valera, "the 


British 
made 
twenty-six 
million 


pounds sterling or more in taxes 
from Ireland. 
It certainly was no 


less, because they themselves were 
putting the best figures on the books 
for obvious reasons. 
COST HALF OF TAXES 


"The cost of governing Ireland was 


exactly thirteen million pounds ster- 
ling, and most of that went to keep 
the country in subjection, for a large 
police force, etc. As against this, lib- 
erty in Switzerland coat 20 shillings 
per head per year, in Serbia it cost 
2:; shillings, in Bulgarian 26 shill- 
ings, in Portugal 58 shillings, in Nor- 
way 82, while Ireland, for subjection 
and 
corruption, paid 160 
shillings

pose that all the Protestants of Ire- 
land are opposed to a republic. Such 
is certainly not the case."
